T'is not uſual to give a Charge at this Seſſions,but ſomething Tam to ſay 
toyou;z Sir George Feofferies is your Chair-man, hut a Duty incumbent 
uponhim,to be at another Place at this time,would not pan his Atten- 
dance upon this Service. [ muſt confeſs when he ingaged in it, 
I promis'd to relieve him, if at any time he was under a neceſlity of being 
abſent, I am ſorry there was any ſuch at this time; Ir is very unhappy for 
you, and as unhappy for me; for you, becauſe you might have been afſbſt- 
ed by his great Abilities, and dire&ed in thoſe things, which nay 
be too hard for nie; For me, becauſe by my diſcourſe I ſhall diſcos t 
weakneſs, which by my filence I might have concealed. But before I fay 
any thing, I will recommend my ſelf to you, by a Character which I hope 
will give me credit with you; I am an Engliſh-man, who in all the publialc 
Adminiſtrations of my Life, never had any other deſign; but the Honour 
and Safety of the King, and the Peace and Proſperity of my peo ng 
{tracted from all private Conſiderations of Profit or Advantage \ ar. 
That I may prove this to you, I will accquaint you that I have had the 

Honour to Sit in two Parliaments, that in the yeat 1640. and this laſt Lon 
Parliament from the beginning to the end of it 3 No queſtion you have hexrd 
of Penſioners, 1 do declare before God and you, that I 'never received, nor. 
any one for me, one Shilling from the King or Crown, or' any Miniſter of 
State in Money, Place, Office, Imployment, or any other matter or thing 
whatſoever, direQly or indirectly to this day; I have been a Juſtice of the 
Peace this Twenty yeats, I have been and am a Deputy. Lieutenant; And 
have been made ule of in other publick Afﬀairs, (none: of Profit) but fever 
made one Penny advantage by theni or any of them. This methinksſhould

perſwade you to believe, that what I ſhall ſay to you, is intended for the 
Good and Welfare of my King and Country.

Gentlemen, A good Phyſititn when he comes to his Patient, endeavours 
to find out his Diſeaſe; before he applies himſelf to the Cure; 1t he doth 
otherwiſe, he rather pra&iſcth. to gain Skill, than to make ule of what he 
hath. This Kingdom'is at preſent under very ſad Circumſtances, God Al- 
mighty help us. Pray let us endeavour to- find out the Caule, that a 
ſuitable remedy may be applyed. I think I have it : We have lolt a Jewel, 
a Jewel of an incſtimable price in the Judgment of all Wiſe men; What do 
you think this is? It is Government 3 I will deſcribeit to you, becauſe you 
may know it when you meet with it: It is where there be good Laws, and 
thoſe duely executed; and where the Subjects have a reverence for, and a 
due eſteem of their Prince: That we have good Laws, all thoſe who-un- 
derſtand them muſt-confeſs ; and if they will take pains to compare them 
with thoſe of other Countries, will find they are the bcſt in the World, 
the moſt.cqua], and therefore the wolſt eaſie. Is. it not then pity they 
ſhould not be well executed ; It the Laws are good, I am ſure the Prince ts - 
better; they are but Juſt, he 1s both Juſt and Merciful 3 His Juſtice appears 
in all his Actions, and yet his Mercy 1s more eminent, for he hath forgiven 
his Fathers Enemies, as well as his own, witneſs the At of Oblivion; he 
takes nothing from any man, doth not oppreſs the meaneſt of his Subjects, 
nor interpoſeth his Authority to obſtruct Juſtice. Should we not honuurand 
elteem- ſach a 'Prince? Should we not a{liſt him, that he way live with 
Honour, at Eaſe, and be enabled t» defend us from his and our Enemies 2 
Should we not for-our own ſakes, endeavour to preferve his Lite, and puniſh 
thoſe who ſhall contrive deſigns againſt it? This ought to be done, it is our 
Duty, it 1s our Intereſt. |

- Gentlemen, God Almighty knew this when he created Man, and therefore 
gave him a Law by which he ſbould hve: and govern himlc!t, and printedir 
18 his heart, called the Law of Nature, which is, That Man {ſhould reve- 
rence and adore God which gave him. his Being, that he ſhould honour his 
Pazents, and thoſe areboth Natural and Civil: Thar he ſhould hve juſily and 
peaceably with thoſe of his own Kind , and' this 1s truly called the Law of 
Nature: - Is it not:.both natural and reaſonable, that we ſhould adore God who 
made us; -and not Birdsand Beaſts, orthe works of our own hands? Is it not 


natural to Honour our Parents, who gave us Lite ? and our Princes, who by 
- ' £ ; th 
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'theit Care and Power preſerve it ? Is it not natural to hve juſtly and'peace-' 
ably with all men, and not injure them 1n their Lives and Eſtates, && good 
Names, by Violence, Fraud, or Perjury 2 This was not a State of War ; for 
if man had minded and atrended to this Law as he ought to have done, there 
would have been no Contentions or Quarrels, . no nor Fears or Jealoulics, 
which are-the Devils Engines to Batter down the, Peace of the World :- Bur 
the Devil, that ſubtil Adverſary of Mankind, was too hard. for poor Man ; 
he put a miſt before his eyes, made him forget his Maker, neglect his Duty 
to his Parents, and filled him full of Ambition, and unruly. Appetites, by 
which the World was growt, to that height of Wickednels, that God {wept 
them away by an univerſal Deluge, and only left Noah and his Family to 
repleniſh it, by whoſe Inſtructions and good example, the Law of Nature 
revived, and for ſome time duely executed amongſt men 3 but at laſt the 
Devil, that ſubtil Serpent, crept into the Hearts of men, and ſtifled the Law 
of Nature, and brought the World into the old State of Ambition, Vioi-nce, 
Rapine. and all manner of Oppreſſion. Yet infinite Goodneſs had ſtill Com- 
paſſion for man ; and that that Law might be better ſecn and regarded, was 
pleaſed to write 1t in two Tables with his own Finger : This did prevail a 
while in the time of Myſes and Foſhna, and fome of the Judges, only now 
and then the Devil would pat in for his ſhare, in the time of Mojes, who 
was a very meek Prince, and governed the 1jraelites by God's immediate-Di- 
re(tion 3 the Devil had filled Corab full of Ambition, which hurried him 1n- 
to a Rebellion, that coſt him his Life: He confederated with ſome of the 
Princes and People, and gthered themſelves together againſt Moſes and 
Aaron, and ſaid, You take too much upon you, ſeeing all the Congregation 
is Holy, and the Lord is amongſt them, wherefore then lift you up your 
ſelves above the Congregation > This Rebellion you may obſerve, as all 
other Rebellions almoſt that I have heard of, began upon pretence of Re- 
ligion and Liberty. The Congregation 1s Holy, and why lift you up your 
{clves? Soveraignty is the deſign, and Godlinefs the Pretence, and the People 
are eaſily taken 1n a ſnare,for the appeal is uſually made to them that-pleaſeth, 
and cheats them of their Loyalty, Excellent Arbiters in Matters relating 
to Government, who the Crafty and Dilloyal make uſe of, but the Wile and 
Prudent never truſt. The 1jraehtes, as I told you, lived in great obſervance 
to this Law, until they were corrupted by the Canaarites, and imbraced their 
ſenceleſs Idols, inſtead of the Ever-living God, who ſuftered the World to 
remain in fin and darkneſs for many years. At lalt God had compaſlion . 
upon Man, made one Eſſay more to try 1f he could reclatm him, and ſent 
his only Son, not only to ſave, but likewiſe to initra&, and by his Precepts 
to reſtore that Law, which man had loſt. It you obſerve the Dodtrine of 
our Bletked Saviour, it is no other than: to explain and enforce the Practice 
of the Law of Nature. The Religton.in our Saviours dayes,; was to be 
obedient to Princes, to do Juſtice, love Mercy, ang walk humbly before 
God. To vilit the Fatherlels and Widdows in their aftiiction, and live un- 
ſpotted. from the World. His Precepts were Humility, Meeknefs, Patience, 
emperance,  Brotherly-kindneſs and Charity, and to do as we would be 
done unto, and all this is but the Law - of Nature, I have read. the Laws of 
other Countries as well as our own, and to my underſtanding, their Laws are 
no other,. than the Law of Nature drawn out in length, with an Addition 
of Penalties to the Prohibitions, for the better enforcing Man's Duty and 
Obedience, And becaule this excdlent Law ſhould-not again be loſt, he 
was pleaſed to put it into a way of Pradtice, as the beſt mcans to: preſerve 
n | It, 
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it : He choſe Twelve Apoſtles, who after Chriſt left the World, were inſpj- 
red by the Holy Spirit, and great power given unto them.. Then for ; 
better, and more ſure eſtabliſhing of the Religion which their Maſter had 
taught them, ſent Overſeers, which they called *£i9w7e, or Biſhops, to ſe- 
veral Parts and Places to propagate that Religion , and eſtabliſh God's 
Church, But we do not find' that theſe Biſhops had any Superin- 
tendency or Supremacy one over another; and therefore it is to be 
admired from whence the Biſhop of Rowe derives his Supr . 
and with ſo much confidence juſtifie it. There 1s as little ground for 
his pretended Infallibility ; for was not St. Peter himſelf reproved? which 
he would not have been if he had been infallible. Upon theſe two Pillars of 
Supremacy and Infallibility, the Romiſh Church is chiefly builtz a very weak 
Foundation, upon which it is to be wondred that any wile orlearned man can 
build his Faith. Theſe Biſhops in their ſeveral Places and Churches, appoint- 
ed Methods for the decency of Divine Worſhip 3 and this Church-Govern- 
ment by Biſhops; is brought down to us of Ezglend by a continued Succeſli- 
013 and theſe Methods which are called Ceremonies, and the Liturgy of our 
Church, which comprehends the Government of it, is not only directed by the 
Biſhops, but hath the San&tion of a Parliament; ſo that it hath the Conſent 
and Agreement both of the King and People : Which when I have ſeriouſly 
thought upan, raiſeth my admiration, how any man can think himſelf hardly 
dealt with,when he is required to comply with that,to which he hath before 
agreed ; or that he ſhould think it reaſonable, that ſeparate Aſſemblies, or pub- 
lick Conventicles, ſhould be permitted, in oppoſition to the ſaid eſtabliſhed 
Government. I cannot underſtand it otherwiſe, but that thoſe perſons who 
frequent theſe Conventicles, and give themſelves up to be ruled and direQed 
by their Teachers, allow thoſe Teachers both Infallibility and Supremacy ; 
and not only ſo, but alſo a Legiſlative Power, to make what Orders the 
think fit,which is to make a Prince and a Pope in every Congregation. Theſe 
publick Conventicles and ſeparate Congregations well conſidered, will appear 
yet more unreaſonable, for they weaken the Intereſt both of Church and 
State. The Romiſþ Church is an united Body, and not to be withſtood but by 
another united Body, where there is ſtrength and truth, which muſt be the 
Church of Ezgland, which certainly comes the neareſt to the Apoſtolick and 
Primitive Inſtitution of Church-Government, of any Church in the World ; 
andif the People were united and reconciled to this true ProteiZart Church, 
It was not poſiible that Popery ſhould prevail here. Our Diviſions give bold- 
neſs to that common Enemy to make Attempts upon us. Befides, theſe pub- 
lick Conventicles which proclaim our Diviſions to the World, at the ſame 
time diſcover our weakneſs, and muſt cauſe a potent neighbour-Prince to caſt 
his Eye upon us, who will not want the —— of Ambition and Intereſt 
totry his Fortune here; and if he ſhould, what can withſtand him, we being 
thus divided 2 The Laxcury and Security of Aſia gave Alexander the great 
hopes of Conqueſt ; he went thither with 40000 men well diſciplin'd and in 
order; Darizs met him with ten times the number, but they conliſted of ma: 
ny Nations, not well united nor ordered as they ought to have been : This 
ſinall Army found little refiſtance from that great number, and did little more 
than walk through them to Conqueſt. Methinks the ill Conſequences which 
may be eaſily foreſeen to ariſe from ſuch plain demonſtrations of a divided Na- 
tion, ſhould prevail upon the moſt tender Conſcience, not to be guilty of any 
thing that ſhould bring ſuch certain ruine upon his King, Countrey, and Pro- 
tefFant Religion, eſpecially having liberty according to Law, to ener 
eligion 
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Religion in his own way, in his own Houſe, with his own Family, and an ad- 
dition under five more. I have made it my buſineſs to preſerve Diſkenters 
from being proſecuted upon the Penal Laws, for not coming to Church, be- 
cauſe T had a regard to tender Confciences; but ſince the King and Parliament 
have been ſo kind, toindulge them the Tolerati6n I have mentioned, I can- 
not but eſteem it rather Humour than Conſcience, when they wilt yet offend 
againſt the Law by theſe publick Conventicles, which are fo deſtructive tothe 
Peace and Safety of the Kingdom; and are not ſuffered in any Countreys or 
Kingdoms thatI know of. I cannot tell what to fay more to you upon this 
Matter ; but ifT had the Tongue of Men and Angels, I would make uſe of it 
ro perſwade and adjure you tor God s fake and your own, tolay afide theſe 
publick Conventicles, and keep to your own Houſes, and ſerve God there in 
your qwn way. Theſe publick Separations, I muſt confeſs, I take' to be one 
Cauſe, and that a great one, of our preſent Troubles; and if you Gentle- 
men of the Bench and Grand Jury be of that opinion, I hope we ſhall kind- 
ly agree together 'in the remedy of this Evil The Law of Nture which [ 
have recommended to you, teacheth us to unite and live ſociably together, 
and to do thoſe things which may contribute to Self-preſervation. 


| Gentlemen, The next thing which Iamto recommend unitoyou, isthe con- 
{ideration of Jurics, I mean, Grand Juries : I ſhall deſire the Statute of the 
3d. of Herry the 8th. for the regulating thoſe Juries, may be read.

WA Peas great ertoztions and oppreſſions.be, and have been. tuſthitt 
the moze party ofall the Counties awd Shires within this Realm 
of England, by the ſubtilty and untrue demeanour of Sheriffs, - and their 
Viniſters, committed and done unto many perſons in great number of the 
Kings Subjects, by mean and making aud returning at every Seſſions 
holden within the ſaid Counties and Shires, f02 body of the Shire, itt 
taking and putting in, and returning of names of luch perſons, as fa? the 
ſingular advantage, benefit, and gain of the ſaid. Sheriffs and their Bint- 
ſters, will be wilfully fozſwom and perjured, by the ſiniſter labour of the ſafo 
Sheriffs and their Biniſters : by reaſon whereofmany and divers ſubſtant#- 
al perſons (the Kings true Subjects) contrary to good equity and rightwile- 
neſs, have divers times and many wongfully been indicted of dfvers Yur- 
ders, Felonies, Md other Bigbehaviour, by their covin and falſhod, to the 


- - _ utter undoing of thei Lives, loſs of their Gads and their Lands : by rea- 
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.Tempozal, and the Commons of this preſent Parliament afſembled, andby 
,authouty of the ſame, That all Pannelsto be returned, which be not at the 
Sutt of any party, that ſhall be made, and put in by. every _ .and their - 
.Viniſters afoze any Juſtice of Goaldelivery, oz Juffice of Peace, , whereof 
one to be of the Quorum, in their , open Selſions / to enquire; fs2 the King, 
£hall be refozmed by. putting to, and taking out of the names of the perſons

Sterling, Byney of 
England : the one half thereof t6our Sovereign Low the King o! his Heirs, 
and the other haif to him 02 them of his Subjectsthat will Sue fo2 the ſame 
by Acton of Debt at the Common Law, o2 Bil', 02 Complaint, where. it 
tall foztune any ſuch to fall and be ; and that none Eſfoin ne Pzotection be 
allowed fo2 the Ocfendant o2 Defendants in that Action 02*Plaint, no2 that 
the ſai Defendant no2 Defendants therein be admitted to wage their Law: 
And that the Kings Pardon ſhall be no bar againſt the party and parties in 
the ſame, that any ſuch Action ſhall Sue, | 


Gentlemen, Juries area Hedge about our Liberties and Lives, and the Wiſ- 
dom of our Anceſtors took great care they may be ſuch as they ought to be, 
as you may ſee by this Statute. Tis not reaſonable that rhe Lives and Far- 
tunes of the People ſhould be at the diſpoſe of an nnder-Sherifi,” certainly all 
men muſt think them more ſafe in the hands of Judges who are ſworn, and 

'are Learned in the Laws, 'and Juſtices of the Peace, who are men of Eſtates 
and Intereſts in their Countrey. An under-Sheriff, as the Statute expreſleth, 
may be.corrupted 3 how can then either the King or his Subjects depend upon 
the Juſtice of the Law, if the under-Sheriff ſhall have the abſolute power to 
retufh Juries, and-nn, room left to reform the Pannel after the Sheriff hath re- 
turned 1t2? Certainly the Statute never intended this ; but fo it would be, if 
the Sheriffs refaſal to alter it be a barr to the alteration of it : For what ſig- 
nifies the Penalty of 20 /. nothing at all : The Statute never could intend 
the Matter ſhould reſt there; for it ſo, it is uſeleſs, and the miſchief recited in 
'the Preamble remains. When a Sheriff hath returned a'Pannel into the Court, 
the Court is then poſleſſed of it, and the Hand to put our any returned, and 
tinothers, is but a Circumſtancein my opinion, and to be done by any the 
Court ſhall dire&, if the Sheriff ſhould refuſe. I hope the Judges (who are 
Expoſitors of the Law) will.confider this Point, which is fo important both 
for the King and all his Subje&s. Inever heard that any Sheriff ever refuſed to 
alter the Pannel, when the Court direfted it, until of late, If hath been always 
done: Imy ſelf, with divers other Gentlemen, by the direttion of the Judge, 
have gone off the Bench, toſerve upon the Grand Jury, although we have nor 
been returned, and'our Names put into the Pannel in the Court. If it ſhould 
not be in thepower of a Court to do this, farewel the Security and Liberty ' 
of the People of Erg/and. But wein this County are yet in a worſe conditi- 
'on than any other 3 we cannot ſay we have a Sheriff. The Bench laſt Seſſions 
defired rhe Sheriffs company and affiſtance, to-do that Right which belongs 
to that Office; they refuſed, and ſent word by Mr. Recorder, that A 
er of OE v1 2 7 43 90; . obliged 
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obliged to attend the Lord Mayor, and could not ſtir out of the City. If this 
be FA what a melancholy poſture is this County in, where there are ſo many 
ofthe Nobility and Gentry, and where, . for the moſt part; the King himſelf 
reſides with his whole Court? If there ſhould be a Tumult or Rebellion, who 
could raiſe the Poſſe Comitatws to fuppreſSit? As ſometime ſince there was in 
Naples, where the Perſons, Houſes and Eſtates of the Inhabitants, were ſubject 
to the Rage and Violence of the meaneſt of the People's Very ill. Mafters ! I 
hope both you and we ſhall conſider this 3 and ffincejve can have no'other 
relief, more cloſely apply our ſelves to thoſe legal ways and means, which may 
ent Riots and Tumults. 'We have a common Enemy, the-Papzi#s, which 
notwithſtanding all the Care which hath'been taken, we are inforrhed,: (till 
ſwarm about this part of the Town. . His Majeſty hath. been pleaſed to ſend 
Order to us about them, which we ſhall communicate to you; Mr. Clerk-of 
the Peace, pray read the Orders'of the King in Council, which were read, viz.

The Papif#s are: our known and com- 
mon Enemy, and watch all opportunities to diſturb the Peace of this King- 
dom 3 pray be induſtrious to find them out, and preſent them, that they may 
be dealt with according to Law. 


Gentlemen, At the Command of the Bench, I have (as well asI can) deli- 
vered you their Senceand Commands, andmy own Opinion, who (God Al- 
mighty knows) haveno other deſign than the Safety and Honour of the King, 
the Preſervation of the true Proteifaxt Religion, as it is eſtabliſhed by Law 1n 
theChurch of Egland, and the Peace and Proſperity of theKingdom, in the 
preſervation of their Liberties and Properties.
